These resolutions embrace, Bank 
Act amendment; investigation of 
the monetary system; state medicine; 
subject of morals; publishing names 
of relief recipients; price of gasoline; 
amendment to» School Act; hospital 
facilities; duty on American maga- 
zines and numerous resolutions re- 
garding the wheat bonus and matters 
connected with wheat. generally, 

The U.F.W.A., which will — be 
meeting at the same time, have a 
number of resolutions including mat- 
ters concerning schools, disarma- 
ment, and the question of closing 
beer parlors in certain areas, 

Aittention is also to be paid to the 
suggestion of raising the age limit 
for the juvenile court for boys from 
16 to 18 years. 

It is anticipated that there will be 
a big attendance and ithat at least 
oné-half day of the convention will 
be set aside for the purpose of deal- 
ing with the welfare of the organiz- 
ation as a whole.

But now that the end of the year 
is up to us, it is of more than acad- 
emic interest to look back upon ‘our 
achievements in this respect, and to 
compare them with the achievements 
of that country of whose system our 
Prime ,Minister ‘has indireetly  ex- 


‘pressed strong disapproval, Can we 
‘throw the stone? Or are we living 


in somewhat of a glass house? 
The essential difference between 


-the sysbem of relief in Canada at 


the present time and that.in existence 
in Great Britain is that.the Canadian 
system is not so highly organized and 
does not provide such adequate re- 
lief, As far as the business of put- 
ting a premium upon: idleness is con- 
cerned, both countries are in much 
the same position. They are giving 
something for nothing. Great Brit- 
ain admits it openly, we do not. 

Public relief works are now under 
way, it is true, but most of the men 
who are being supported by the au- 
thorities in Alberta, for instance, 
are receiving direct relief. Premier 
Brownlee has admitted that only by 
administration of dinect relief. can 
the problem this winter be solved. 
Premier Bracken of Manitoba can- 
not see how the problem of: his 
province can be solved even by di- 
rect relief measures. There is a 
general admission that ambitious 
programs of relief work  construc- 
tion are too costly to undertake at 
the present time. — 

In other words; we have decried 


the system ‘of giving money for: no- 


thing and have fallen'into a system 
of giving food and shelter for nio- 


- thing. 


We do hot imply that to rectify 
this situation it is necessary to set 
the men now receiving direct reiiet 
at tasks which benefit nobody at 
all. Neither’do we suggest that tne 
sor: of relief which is being given 
puts a premium on idleness—for ev-~ 
ery normal man prefers money to 
spend in preference to being kept in 
necessities. But we do suggest thar 
there is room im Canada for a cen-~ 
tralized onganization to take cane of 
‘future waves of unemployment. 

There are many evident disadvan+- 
ages to the British ‘‘dole’’ system, 
and Mr. Bennett is wise in looking 
for other means of solving the un- 
employment problem. Furthermore 
the British syetem has been abused 
to an alarming degree. But it has 
one abiding virtue. It is not siap- 
hazard. It is a national admission 
of responsibility in connection with 
unemployment and an organzed ef- 
fort to assume that responsibility. 
Here our relief system has remain- 
ed haphazard and our. gdévernments 
have been more anxious to disclaim 
responsibility ‘than to assume it. 

We do not urge a ‘‘dole’’ system, 
but we do urge centralization of the 
machinery of relief administration 
and scientific planning to meet fut- 
une unemployment problems, + 

The apalling fact. remains that 
within the year whieh is-closing we 
have not been able even to count our 


unemployed.

Even in the midst of Qbristmas 
celebrations there must be serious 
thinking over the report issued at 
Basel. It is that of tho eleven fin- 
ancial experts, drawn from the prin- 
cipal nations of the world, who were 
appointed under the Young plan. to 
advise -regarding Germany’s. ability 
to continue its reparation payments. 
They are unanimous in their find- 
ings and. thess cannot be thrust light- 
ly aside, The reaction to them, es- 
pecially that in the United States, 
must have a most profound effect 
for good or for ill, on the world’s 
immediate future. 

The language used 
many’s position could not be more 
definite. The taxation in that coun- 
try has ‘‘become so higzh that there 
is no margin for furker increase,’’ 
In spite of everything she has done, 
it will be, the committee helds, quite 
imposisble for her to ‘continue the 
conditional part of her reparation 
payments after the moratorium ex-- 
pires next July. These are the 
payments that were earmarked for 
meeting the Allied. debts to the Un- 
ited States, and it was only with 
them that the experts were permit- 
ted under the Young plan’to deal.

The grave warning issued by the com- 
mittée as to the consequences of 
failure to adjust all these obligations 
immediately would, one would think, 
bring congressmen to their senses 
and make them realize how mud 
their own country stands to suffer 
through holding to the letter of the 
bond, If it does not, then they may 
pay some heed to whit one of the 
most responsible journals in London, 
the Financial Times, said yesterday.

Canada’s Energy Requirements Met 
By Water-Power Industry 

The water-power industry in Can- 
ada supplies nearly the entire energy 
requirements of the country, . exclu- 
sive of that utilized for: steam rail- 
ways, automobiles, etc, and ag a 
further measure of its importance it 
may be mentioned that the capital

North Country Brought 
* Close To Civilization 


Remote Settlements Served By. Chain 
Of Wireless Stations 


Ten years ago communication be- 
tween points within the North West 
Tertitories and the world at large in- 
volved a delay of weeks during the 
summer season and of months during 
the winter. Seven years “ago the 
Department of the Interior, through 
its North West Territories and Yu- 
kon Branch, took the first step to- 
wards bringing the north country 
closer to civilization. With Edmon- 
ton as a base a chain of wireless sta- 
tions was built which served Simpson 
on the Mackenzie River as well as 
Dawson and Mayo in the Yukon Ter- 
ritory.. Since that year the northern 
wireless system has been extended 
until today Fort Smith Resolution 
Simpson, Norman, Aklavik, and Her- 
schel Island on the west with Cop- 
permine and Chesterfield Inlet to the 
east are equipped with wireless 
offices, which handle ordinary com- 
mercial messages to and from all 
parts of the world. In addition some 
of the more northerly offices are 
equipped with broadcasting plants by 
means of which they are enabled to 
relay commercial messages and ‘aily 
news bulletins to the more remote 
settlements, 


Office Hours Of Mosquitoes 


Some Work’ During Day and Others 
At Night 

Like fish, mosquitoes have times 
when they bite best—or worst. Some 
varieties of mosquitoes bite only dur- 
ing the day, while others prey af 
night; some choose the sunrise and 
the others the sunset. The “rain 
barrel” or common mosquito, bites

The yellow 
fever mosquito bites only during the 
day. The fresh water mosquito is 
busiest just at dusk, but will accom- 
modate by biting if disturbed during 
the day. Malarial mosquitoes will bite 
all night long and sometimes also 
during the day, especially when the 
sky is overcast.

Grain Show Held 
At Prince Albert 


Fine Samples Of Wheat and Oats 
Were Exhibited ‘ 

With a view to producing grain of 
sufficiently high quality to exhibit 
at the World's Grain Show at Re- 
gina, Sask., in 1933, the Prince Albert 
Board of Trade staged a grain show 
recently. 

The samples exhibited were pro- 
duced from seed sent out by the 
board to the most successful growers 
of the district. There were 15 lots 
of Reward wheat sent out in five- 
bushel lots, and ten lots of Marvelous 
oats of five bushels each. 

The exhibit showed fine results in 
both classes, the winners being chos- 
en for plumpness, soundness, colour, 
freedom from disease and from other 
varieties of grain. 

Professor Manley Champlain, of 
the Field Husbandry Department, 
Saskatchewan University, was the 
judge. The yield of the grain on 
exhibit was: Wheat, 40 to 50 bushels 
per acre; oats, 90 to 100 bushels pre 
acre, There were 20 exhibitors in all. 
First; second and third prizes were 
awarded in both classes and com- 
prised three, two and one sacks of the 
best grade of flour produced by the 
Waskesiu Milling Company. 


Production Falls Behind 


Soviet Government Has Failed To 
Complete 1931 Program 

The Communist newspaper “Prav- 
da” admits that Soviet Russia had 
failed to fulfill its 1931 program un- 
der the five-year plan in certain 
branches of industry, but predicted 
that the entire plan would be more 
than fulfilled in four years, or by the 
end of 1932, ; 

Industrial production for the first 
10 months of 1931 was only 19.4 per 
cent. over that of 1930, the newspaper 
said, whereas the plan called for a 
45 per cent. increase for the whole 
year in comparison with last.

Makers of 
fishing-rods use greenheart, grown in 
South America and British Guiana. 
But large quantities. of this wood get 
no farther than our ports. It is used 
to stack round piles of other woods 
lying in the docks to protect it from 
the shipworm. This insect cahnot eat 
its way through greenheart. 

One of the rarest woods is lignum- 
vitae,. from the West Indies, which 
has limited uses. It is exceptional 
as being sold by weight instead of 
measurement. Owing to the arrange- 
ment of the ‘successive layers of its 
fibres, the wood cannot be split. It is: 
used for the manufacture of yulers 
and ships’ pulleys. 


Financial Post Warns . 
Against Land Sharks 


Advises People Who Borrow To Deal 
With Reputable Firm 

The Financial Post is to be com- 
mended for throwing the limelight of 
publicity ‘on the “short past due loan 
racket,” as a ‘writer picturesquely 
names it. According to that paper 
the particular form of this “racket” 
in addition “to charging anything 
from 100 to 200 per cent. interest on 
the loan is to make the loan for a 
very short period, say three or four 
months, which necessitates high 
monthly repayment charges.” This 
makes. the situation very hard for 
the -borrower and ensures ‘a steady 
flow of used cars” into the lot next 
door which the Financial Post alleges 
is maintained by these loan companie3 
and operated under different names; 
Those who find it necessary to raise 
money for this purpose would do well 
to take this warning and go to a re- 
putable source to raise the necessary 
collaterial. 


Toronto May Float Loan 


Would Follow Plan Of Recent Domin- 
fon Service Loan 


Following the recent successful flo- 
tation of the Dominion Service Loan, 
it was stated that the next municipal 
bond issue in Toronto may be made 
on the same internal basis, rather 
than payable in United States money 
as well as Canadian money. Civic 
Finance Commissioner George Wilson 
said he favoured the idea of Toronto 
doing its financing internally or in 
England “when the time arrives and 
it is propitious to do so,” The city, 
however, is not contemplating going 
on the market in the immediate fu- 
ture, it was said.

What would be your definition of 
education? The average answer 
would-be—the educated man or wo- 
man, is the one who has a large and 
extended acquaintance with and 
memory knowledge of books. Yes, 
but are thesc the only educated peo- 
ple in dhe world? No, 

That definition. dates back to the 
day when only college-bred. people 
were considered educated. Are not 
all persons educated, who haye 60 
developed the powers and abilities 
that are within them individually, 
that they can each do well the things 
they undertake to do. That is the 
real test of a person’s educational 
attainments, Unless a man is onto 
his job he is a poor excuse for a 
man, and a very worthless member 
of society, regardless of how well ed- 
ucated he is considered to be. Is there 
anything sadder in life than a mis- 
fit ? 

Public schools should try to 80 
train all the children of all the peo- 
ple, that they may be onto their re- 
spective jobs all of them, when they 
are grown to be men and women. 
This, then should be the true educe- 
tion—a training for life that will fit 
the individual to do well the thing 
he undertakes to do, no matter what 
that thing may be, Arc our public 
schools doing this? -NO—not in the 
pasit; they are just making a atart. 
Not until recent years in Alberta, 
has a child been able to stay in 
school past the age limit if te could 
not make the grade. In fact not yet 
can a pupil get High School entrance 
if hé has not passed every subject 
in Grade VIII, A child might re- 
main in Grade VIII for years _be- 
cause ke never could pass examina- 
tions in one or two weak subjects.
